He waa next heard of at'Enreka, Cal., 
where he officiated as a minister, married 
one of his nock, had hor life insured 
uud when she died snduonly collected 
the iasnrauca and started on the tour 
of the world, visiting Honolulu, New 
Zeal'aml, Japan and Capetown, working 
every suction for what It WHS worth. 


He married an estimable lady in Mel- 


bourne. He then returned to the United 
States, and on July 20, 1890. his wife 
died suddenly. He was then practicing 
medicine. He returned to New Zea- 
land in 1801. where h« unarriec! agaiu. 
The doctor once practiced at Bedford . 
Mass., Allen ton, Pa., and in South Put- 
ney. K- Y. He claimed he had been a 
Catholic priest. In 1884 he was a Bap- 
tist minister iu Wolf Lake, Ind., also a 
doctor; went thence to Indian Village, 
made a raise aud left for ot'aer fields.

Where an article is so gross- 
ly unfair and nnjust in its statements 
as to be wanton, there malice may be 
implied. The law would imply mal- 
ice if the article was of such cbarac 
tcr as wonld lead the jury to conclude 
that malice had prompted it by rea- 
son o? its wantonness.

tween tbe publication made in a 
newspaper about a private individual 
or concerning a private individual, 
and a public officer.
